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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . This Advisory Action is in regards to the most recent response filed on 
09/11/2008. 

Response to Arguments 

2. After carefully reviewing the Applicant's remarks, the following is a list of 
Applicant's main concerns on the previous Office Action 

a. On pages 7-8 of Applicant's remark, Applicant argues that "the ticket of 
Nakano does not grant another ticket, and thus cannot be a "ticket granting 
ticket"." 

b. On page 9 paragraphs 2-3 of Applicant's remark, Applicant argues that the 
phrase "distributed cross a network" addressed by the examiner on the previous 
rejection does not make grammatical sense, and Applicant further corrected 
examiner's typo by interpreting it as "distributed across a network'. 

c. On pages 9-1 0 of Applicant's remark, Applicant further argues that the 
meaning of the word "across" is not the same as "cross" and the meaning of 
"realm" is not the same as "network". 

3. With regard to Applicant's argument a, the examiner disagrees. The claims are 
interpreted by the examiner as broadly as possible in light of the specification. In the 
instant case of Nakano, Nakano teaches that after the electronic ticket has been 
generated it is further encrypted with a secret key K0 in electronic ticket management 
server 1 1 before sending it over to the users. Therefore, the examiner equates such 
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features of Nakano as the "ticket granting ticket" limitation in the presently recited 
claims. 

4. With regard to Applicant's argument b, the examiner admits that it was a typo 
error and Applicant is thanked for the effort in correcting examiner's typo. 

5. With regard to Applicant's argument c, it appears to the examiner, Applicant 
attempts to redefine the scope of the present invention by parsing the phrase into 
segments of words, wherein each individual word as stated above may have different 
meanings separately, but when the whole phrase is read together they have the same 
scope of context. In the instant case of Nakano, the public key is distributed to the users 
across the network (Nakano: page 7, paragraph 111, and page 9, paragraphs 132-33).
